4-H'ers should promote religious understanding through 
individual tolerance and knowledge. 


6. 4-H Program, (a) More emphasis should be placed on the problems 
of homemaking in the boys' 4-H Clubs and the same emphasis on tne 
problems of agriculture in the girls! 4-H Clubs. (bd) 4-H Clubs mst 
initiate programs to obtain better parent cooperation.
